Thirteen badly battered soldiers 
arrived on a special train over the 
Santa Fe yesterday ami were re- 
moved to the General Hospital at 
the Presidio. They were the men 
who were taken from the train wreck 
near Needles, < al , in w hich one sol- 
dier was killed and twenty-two in- 
jured. 

The special train came into Point 
Ricomond in charge of Lieut. F. \V. 
Palmer, assistant surgeon U. S. 
armv. and the officers in charge of 
the General Hospital are authority 
for the statement that Lieut. Pal- 
mer did yocmen service in caring for 
the men while en route from the 
wreck. 

Dr. Thomas Strong and n detail of 
twenty-five men brought the wound- 
ed from Point Richmond to the Pre- 
sidio on the tug Slocum. Several of 
the men have broken arms and legs, 
while two arc suffering from broken 
backs. E. Bargo, of Kentucky, who 
is injured internally, is not expected 
to survive his injuries.
